PEACE BX TBE MONEX POWKK. 


There was an article in Wednesday 


morning's JOURNAL wherein there wa 
made such a presentation as we conic 
then make of a part of the work in thi 
United States of tbe Duke of Man 
cheater npon the subject of an alliance 
between England 
and 
the United 


States. The Duke, from his language 
as published, is persaaded that an 
alliance will be made in the near 
future between the nations. We then 
made snch a review of the intent and 
probable result of the alliance as our 
space would allow. 


There is another phase to the alli- 


ance than that which was presented on 
Wednesday which was not touohed 
npon, and which we will consider in a 
limited 
way. Which 
phase, 
as 


presented by the Duke, ia one of peace 
in the near future, as a result of the 
alliance. The peace theory is to be 
carried forward by tne allied powers 
by the appointment of a court of arbi 
tration, which has been for some time 
occupying the public mind. We are 
of the opinion the Duke has been 
studying our national character. 


The court of arbitration mentioned 


will be created whenever, in the judg 
mant of the allied powers, it may be 
necessary. It is more than we care at 
this time to determine whether the 
proposition about courts of arbitra- 
tion is impudence or villainy; but we 
are sure it is one or the other. 


In the proposition about courts there 


is contained a pronounced intent, to 
rule the earth. It should be considered 
always, as it is a principle largely 
developed in the race that these courts 
will only be appointed when itis to the 
interest of the alliance to make an 
appointment. 


The language used by the Duke is: 


"Then indeed there would be a chance 
to talk of general peace; then could 
they determine whether they [italics are 
ours] would allow a war and constitute 
an appeal court for the world.'- If is 
probable that the Duke intended to 
use the word or after the word war; but 
it may be as the Duke intended it to 
be, as the earth is presumably in the 
hands of the allies. 


The Puke continues: "For, with tbe 


weigbt of both of those nations cp.at i 
the scale, there is no possible combic 
atioa likely to dispute with them. 
We ask our readers to carefully rea< 
the above extract, and when you hav 
reai it to do a little thinking fo 
yourselves, for the purpose of getting 
from the language used its real mean 
ing.

Robbed a Dying 


Man. 


The preliminary bearing of T. S. 


Donnelly on the charge of 
grand 


larceny began yesterday in Justice 
Linn's court. The accused is charged 
with robbing John Claspell on the 
night of his death of a sum entBoient 
to make the charge grand larceny. 


The alleged robbery took place on 


the night of November 27tb, at Block & 
Clausen's 
lodging house on Com- 


mercial Row. Claspall waa dying and 
Donnelly was nursing him. 


A number of witnesses were ex 


amined. Dr. Thoma testified that he 
saw in the possession of the deceased 
a short time before he died the sum 
of $100 or $140. 


R. C. Leeper testified that Donnelly 


told him he saw the money testified to 
by Dr. Thoma. 


Evidence was introduced lo the 


effect that the defendant was alone 
with Olaspell about the time of the 
letter's death, after which he informed 
the porter of the house that the man 
was dead and that he waa going for the 
Coroner. After defendant left the 
room was looked until the arrival of 
the officers. 


Nelse Block testified that he called 


the Coroner aud that after the body 
had been placed in the casket the de- 
fendant turned over to the Coroner a 
watch belonging to the dead man. 


All the money the Coroner found in 


the clothing of the deceased he said 
was $42.45. 


Donnelly has been around Reno for 


a long time. Prior to bis incarceration 
he resided in a cabin on the outskirti 
of the city. 


The examination was continued un-

to the passage of fish at all seasons of 
tbe year.

tions of the law to an end. Therefore', 
to promote our fishing interests the 
true sportsmen must join together.
